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Auto license issue left on council table

AGAWAM - The fate of one 
used car license in town is still to 
be determined as the Agawam City 
Council opted to delay a vote on it 
until 2014. 


The council’s administrative 
sub-committee, led by Councilor 
Robert Rossi, has recommended 
that the council not renew the Class 
2 Dealer’s license for the Agawam 
Auto Mall. 

At the final regular council meet- 
ing of the year held Monday, Dec. 
16, Rossi asked for the matter to be 
tabled until the next meeting so ad- 


ditional information could be sub- 
mitted by the applicant and then 
reviewed by his sub-committee. 

A discussion nearly started when 
the matter was taken off the table. 
The attorney for the applicant was 
present and ready to address the 
council in committee-as-a-whole, 
but Rossi intervened, saying he did 
not want the attorney to speak at 


the meeting. 

“If he speaks now we will not 
be able to have a discussion about 
it because we are still waiting for 
more information,” said Rossi. 

Councilor George Bitzas argued 
against tabling the issue for a sec- 
ond time. The council initially held 
off on voting on the license at its 
Dec. 2 meeting. 


“We are now making them wait 
several weeks for us to make a de- 
cision,” Bitzas said. “We have the 
attorney here now. We should hear 
him.” 

With a motion to re-table the 
matter, Council President Chris- 
topher Johnson cut off discussion 
and the council tabled the issue to

VOC offers 
winter fuel 
assistance

REGION - Income eligible indi- 
viduals and families can apply for 
the Valley Opportunity Council’s 
(VOC) Low Income House Energy 
Assistance Program (LIHEAP) for 
help with winter heating bills. 

The VOC started taking ap- 
plications for the fuel assistance 
program on Nov. |. Gail Pisacane, 
who directs the VOC’s energy pro- 
gram, said applicants can apply 
until April 30, 2014. 

The fixed amount benefits cover 
oil, electricity, natural gas, pro- 
pane, kerosene, wood and coal 
heating sources. 

Applicants must live within 
Hampden County, excluding 
Springfield, to apply for the pro- 
gram. An individual’s or family’s 
income must be at or below 60 
percent of the estimated Massa- 
chusetts median income. 

Families who live in public 
housing are not eligible as such 
housing falls under state and fed- 
eral aid. 

The program is open to indi- 
viduals and families whose heat is 
included in their rent. Applicants 
with heat included and who re- 
ceive a subsidy must pay over 30 
percent of their income in rent to 
be eligible. 

The benefit level is determined 
by income, said Pisacane. A fami- 
ly of four, for example, can receive 
a fixed benefit for an income up to 
$61,664. 

“The amount of the benefit will 
be adjusted based on that income,” 
she said. 

The family of four with a higher 
end income would be eligible for 
a $570 in support with delivered

Neal is also a co-sponsor of bipartisan legislation 
in the House of Representatives to keep the current

Business Bureau (BBB) are poking fun at holiday 
scams, and while we got a little chuckle from their ren- 
dition of “The Twelve Days of Christmas,” we think 
the BBB’s good humor offers a timely warning to read- 
ers that not everyone has “good will toward men” this 
time of year. 

If you’re frantically trying to get to the end of your 
shopping list, don’t let a simple keystroke or hurried 
purchase ruin your holiday. 

“Consumers should be conscious of the different 
ways scammers attempt to lure consumers during the 
holidays,” said Nancy B. Cahalen, president and CEO 
of the Better Business Bureau of Central New Eng- 
land. “Be alert — if something seems suspicious, do a 
little more research before making a purchase or giving 
out money or information.” 

E-cards may be filling your inbox right about now, 
but they don’t always bring “good tidings of great joy.” 
One click could give your computer a nasty virus or 
malware. “When in doubt — delete,” advises the BBB.

Jan. 21 by a 9-2 vote. Johnson and Bitzas were opposed. 

The council first tackled the license issue Dec. 2, at which 
time Rossi said he was not recommending renewal of the 
license because it has not been active and used by Jonathan 
Stearns, president of the business as listed on the license ap- 
plication. 

Discussion of not renewing the license began at the coun- 
cil’s Dec. 2 meeting. Rossi, who gave a report on behalf of 
his sub-committee, stated he was not recommending renewal 
of the license because the license has not been active and 
used by Jonathan Stearns, the president of the business as 
listed on the license application. 

“This person (Stearns) has two licenses in the town of 
Agawam,” said Rossi. “The one license for the Agawam 
Auto Mall is not currently being used and has not been used 
for quite some time.” 

Rossi said the lack of business activity is against the town 
code and state statutes governing used car licenses. 

Johnson queried Rossi for a clear explanation for recom- 
mending not renewing an order to protect the council from a 
potential lawsuit. 

Rossi explained that the sub-committee determined that 
the Agawam Auto Mall, located at 825 Springfield St., Feed- 
ing Hills, has not maintained a business in a “continuous and 


lawful manner.” According to Rossi, Stearns has advertised 
for a Suffield, Conn. dealership, using his Springfield Street 
location for extra vehicle inventory. 

“The (Springfield Street) address is not being currently 
staffed and is being used as an overflow lot (for the Suffield 
business),” said Rossi. “That is a violation of Massachusetts 
statute and the conditions under which the license was is- 
sued. So based upon the finding of the committee, those rea- 
sons, and others, we find that the application should not be 
renewed.” 

Bitzas argued that denying the license would send an 
“anti-business” message to other potential business owners. 
He also said he feared a lawsuit and wanted more concrete 
answers about whether the alleged overflow lot violates the 
law. 

“T think we should consult our law department to see how 
we can do it (determine if there’s a violation of the law),” 
said Bitzas. 

Councilor Gina Letellier requested a written report from 
the administrative sub-committee that details what the com- 
mittee believes is falsified information on the license appli- 
cation. 

The sub-committee did meet before Monday’s meeting, 
where it voted to recommend tabling the issue until next 
month.

fuel, or $310 for utilities assistance or partial reimbursement 
for rents that include heat. Pisacane said a misconception ex- 
ists that LIHEAP is only for poor or low-income families. 

“There are people out there who are working really hard, 
who just need a little bit of assistance,’ she said. “Heating 
fuel has become very expensive. That may be the biggest 
misconception that they would not be eligible. They have to 
think in terms of how high their income could be and still be 
eligible for the program.” 

Pisacane said working families constitute 37 percent of 
VOC’s fuel assistance applicants. For people whose income 
is based on pensions, Social Security or similar benefits, that 
group represents 61 percent applying for fuel assistance. 

The remaining 2 percent of applicants receive unemploy- 
ment benefits or other subsidies. “It’s not poor people. It’s 
people who have fixed incomes of low income,” said Pi- 
sacane about a majority of applicants. 

More than 11,000 applicants applied for the program. 

LIHEAP is sponsored by a federal fuel assistance pro- 
gram. Congress cut the program nationally, which resulted 
in a nearly $1 million drop for VOC’s program. The benefits 
payouts are smaller and fewer this year. 

Last year, the highest benefit level was $1,025. For Fiscal 
Year 2014, the highest benefit level is $950, according to 
Pisacane. 

“The economy is not improving for people who are low 
income. The economy is improving for people who are 
above that,” she said. 

The lowest benefit paid out in Fiscal Year 2013 was $675, 
but dropped to $570 this year.

Staff held a dress-down day fundraiser in the schools 
that raised more than $4,300 for the Sandy Hook School Sup- 
port Fund while Agawam High School student Stephen Ma- 
teus wrote a poem for the 20 children and six teachers who 
were killed when a gunman entered an elementary school in 
Sandy Hook, Conn., Dec. 14, 2012. 

The Agawam City Council passed a resolution at its first 
meeting of the New Year, Jan. 7, to expend $23,992 in Com-

In response to the announcement, 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen established a casino oversight com- 
mittee to look at the potential impact a resort casino in West 
Springfield would have on the town of Agawam. 

Hampden County District Attorney Mark G. Mastroianni 
offered the family of Lisa Ziegert of Agawam — who was 
abducted and killed over two decades ago — new hope when 
he announced the Ziegert case would be one of a number of 
cases that may benefit from a re-examination of evidence us- 
ing modern forensic techniques. 

“The Angel on My Shoulder: My Life with an American Pit 
Bull Terrier” by Agawam Library Assistant Director Jolene 
Mercadante, was chosen as one of the best books of 2012 by 
Kirkus Reviews. With the distinction, Mercadante joined the 
ranks of writers to receive a top-notch compliment from an 
entity that sets the industry standard for book reviews. 

Thanks to a grant from the Massachusetts Security Trust 
Fund, the Agawam Fire Department will purchase a cross- 
band radio interoperability system to benefit not only the 
town, but other communities in the Pioneer Valley. Agawam 
Fire Chief Alan Sirois applied for the grant in August 2012 
because he felt it was important to strengthen communication 
between communities in the event that mutual aid is needed. 

In the months and weeks that followed the mass shooting 
at a movie theater in Aurora, Colo., and school shooting in 
Newtown, Conn., police officials in Agawam began review- 
ing training policies with regard to the potential for an “active 
shooter” event within the town. In order to better prepare of- 
ficers who would respond to such calls for service, Agawam 
Police Chief Robert Campbell appeared before the Agawam 
City Council to request a budgetary transfer of $35,217 for 
training, overtime and equipment to administer “Tactical Pa- 
trol Officer Training” to all officers. The last time such train- 
ing took place was April 2002. 

The city council appropriated $1.8 million in Communi- 
ty Preservation Act funds and accepted a grant of $400,000 
to continue with Phase 2 of the School Street Park Project. 
Two councilors — Cecilia Calabrese and Robert Rossi — voted 
against the measures.

Town officials in Agawam are working in conjunction with 
the town of East Longmeadow to submit a joint application 
for $900,000 in grant funds from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community Development Block Grant 
program (CDBG). The city council, at its Jan. 22 meeting, 
held a public hearing for the grant application, during which 
time a handful of individuals spoke in favor of the joint ven- 
ture. The council voted 10-0 in favor of the resolution to au- 
thorize the mayor to submit the application. 

A two-hour kickoff event was held Jan. 30 for the second 
annual Relay for Life of Agawam. Nearly 60 people packed 
the community room at the Agawam Public Library for the 
event. 

Fire broke out at a structure located at 244 Silver St. around 
11:30 a.m. on Saturday, Feb. 2, damaging a detached garage 
and its contents. The metal shed-type structure — estimated at 
40 x 80 feet in size — housed a pickup truck, boat and stored 
parts. The damage estimate was $100,000. No injuries were 
reported. 

A proposed sporting complex located at the site of Crowley 
Stables, a long-time business on Shoemaker Lane, will have 
to go through several permitting steps before being brought to 
fruition. According to documents filed with the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, the applicant — R. Levesque Associates represent- 
ing Don Cameron (doing business as Plex Sports Park LLC) 
— is proposing to build two air-filled domes that would be in- 
flated seasonally to enclose two synthetic turf fields. 

An average of 24 inches of snow fell in Agawam Feb. 8 and 
Feb. 9 when “Winter Storm Nemo” blew through the region. 
Just after noon on Friday, Feb. 8, Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
declared a state of emergency for Agawam following Gov. 
Deval Patrick’s state of emergency declaration and the town’s 
emergency operations center was activated. 

Paige Circosta was named the 2013 Colleen by the Aga- 
wam St. Patrick’s Committee. Circosta, 17, was the judges’ 
choice after an interview process involving seven other can- 
didates. She said the key to winning the contest was being 
honest and being herself. 
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Western Massachusetts Electric Company 
workers dig to find the source of a power out- 
age at Agawam Junior High School in March. 


The West of the River Chamber of Commerce hosted an in- 
formational meeting at Chez Josef for chamber members and 
the general public looking for information about the proposed 
West Springfield casino plan. Having the presentation for area 
business members is a way the Big E and Hard Rock are seek- 
ing to get the word out about the planned casino on Eastern 
States Exposition grounds. 

As the school committee began crunching numbers for the 
fiscal year 2014 school department budget, Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen urged caution because of uncertainty over how much 
funding Agawam would receive in the upcoming state budget. 
Cohen, who chairs the school committee, shared his concerns 
during a Feb. 12 meeting. The mayor said he was not look- 
ing at any “huge increases” in state or federal funds, but that 
the town’s expenses continue to go up. He said fuel, heat and 
electricity costs are “unbelievable.” 

Agawam Advertiser News Editor Jennifer Wroblewski 
won a major New England Newspaper and Press Association 
award for a June 2012 story she wrote about a Springfield 
Police officer who was killed in the line of duty. Officers from 
around the state — including Agawam - traveled to Spring- 
field to show support for their fallen comrade. Wroblewski, 
who started her career with Turley Publications as an intern 
in 2005, has been editor of Agawam Advertiser News since 
January 2011. 


March 

George Bitzas is sending a message to Boston. The city 
councilor was appalled at Gov. Deval Patrick’s Jan. 16 State 
of the State address, during which he proposed a | percent 
hike in the state income tax from 5.25 to 6.25 percent. Bitzas 
objected to the proposal, stating that the increase would “harm 
every working person” and sponsored a resolution opposing 
the increase. The resolution was met with mixed reviews from 
both councilors and members of the audience. The vote was 
split with five councilors in favor, three against and three ab- 
sent. 

An Internal Affairs investigation report released by Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen indicates an off-duty Agawam Police of- 
ficer received “preferential treatment” during an incident June 
2012 in West Springfield. According to the 33-page report, 
former officer Danielle Petrangelo (who was placed on ad- 
ministrative last year after she accidentally shot a pregnant 
woman in the face) was allegedly found to be going the wrong 
way down Route 5 in West Springfield. The internal report 
indicates that during the incident, an Agawam lieutenant au- 
thorized Petrangelo be driven home by attending officers. The 
district attorney criticized the police department, stating that 
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Petrangelo had been given a “built-in defense” because she 
was not cited for the incident and could not now be charged. 

Local and state investigators were called to look into a po- 
tential hazard at Agawam Police Department when a Feeding 
Hills resident found what he thought was a suspicious item in 
front of his home and transported it to police headquarters in 
his vehicle. The incident occurred March 3 when the resident 
— who was not identified — found what appeared to be a “soda 
bottle bomb.” The Massachusetts Department of Fire Services 
Region IV Hazardous Materials Team removed the item from 
the vehicle and, after testing the contents at the scene, deter- 
mined — on a preliminary basis — that it “did not pose an im- 
mediate threat.” 

Although he acknowledges that it would likely take years to 
tackle a restoration of the town hall on Main Street, one city 
councilor hopes the Community Preservation Committee will 
consider expending CPA funds to rehabilitate the structure 
in the future. Councilor Paul Cavallo spoke at the end of the 
March 18 meeting about the need for an upgrade at Agawam 
Town Hall. He referenced a town hall rehabilitation project 
in Needham that was paid for using Community Preservation 
Act funds. 

The American Cancer Society Relay for Life of Agawam is 
seeking business and community support for the Relay event. 
The inaugural 2012 Relay raised $50,000 but after all costs 
were deducted, the final amount raised was close to $47,000. 
Relay Community Co-Chair Janine Iacolo said contributions 
from local businesses could have helped offset the cost, there- 
by raising more money for cancer research. “The less money 
we have to spend, the more money we have to invest in re- 
search to find a cure for cancer and provide services to cancer 
patients, survivors and caregivers,” she said. 

A 22-year-old Agawam man is being charged with vehicu- 
lar manslaughter following a crash that claimed the life of 16- 
year-old Agawam resident Amanda Croistiere in 2012. The 
accident happened in West Springfield when a vehicle oper- 
ated by Vincent Albertson veered off the road, struck a utility 
pole and flipped onto its side. Four passengers were in the car,

liam Sapelli told the committee that Agawam has a number of 
aging textbooks because of its past budget history. As a result, 
Sapelli said he plans to prioritize textbook replacement start- 
ing with the FY14 budget. “We could add $200,000 to this 
budget for books we need. Could we use those books? Abso- 
lutely,’ Sapelli said. “We did prioritize, but we didn’t want to 
be too greedy.” 


April 

Officials from Hard Rock International met with the Aga- 
wam Casino Oversight Committee to discuss the potential 
traffic flow for the proposed resort and casino. During that 
meeting, committee chairman and Town Clerk Richard Ther- 
oux announced that the town would be hiring an attorney to 
represent the town and its interests in the casino process. He 
went on to state that the town would likely perform its own 
traffic study with an independent vendor. Hard Rock showed 
preliminary drawings of what the resort and casino would 
look like, but the traffic fows were of particular interest to the 
committee. 

School officials closed Agawam Junior High School in 
Feeding Hills March 28 following an insolated power out- 
age on school grounds. According to Superintendent William 
Sapelli, the junior high school has an underground electrical 
service, which experienced some kind of problem. The rest 
of Feeding Hills was unaffected and no other schools in the 
district were closed. 

It’s a novel fundraiser that puts a new twist on the old prank 
of installing flocks of pink flamingos on someone’s lawn in 
the dark of night. But instead of pink flamingos, it’s purple 
toilets, thanks to a team participating in the American Can- 
cer Society’s Relay for Life of Agawam, whose campaign is 
“Flush out Cancer.” The campaign involves placing purple toi- 
lets in an unsuspecting person’s yard. To raise money, people 
are asked to make a small donation to get rid of the toilet. 

Safety and security is a major focus of school personnel, 
especially in light of the school shootings in Connecticut De- 
cember 2012. As a result, three generous donors added some 
personal security for students at Clifford M. Granger School: 
they donated funds that will be used to purchase buckets with 
supplies for emergency preparedness kids for every class- 
room. The effort was led by school nurse Pamela Lynch. The 
large buckets cost $60 each, but a few smaller kits in bags 
were purchased for smaller classrooms. A total of 20 buckets 
and 10 bags were purchased thanks to donations from Pride 
Gas Station, Berkshire Power and United Bank. 

The proposed fiscal year 2014 school department budget 
was overwhelmingly — but tentatively — approved during a 
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meeting April 9. The budget requested by Superintendent 
William Sapelli, which covers the 2013-2014 school year, is 
$38,080,847, an increase of $1,592,357 over the fiscal year 
2013 budget. The final budget vote is set or April 23. 

Following the discovery of what emergency officials 
deemed a “suspicious package,” the Agawam Post Office was 
evacuated and closed to the public April 18. The facility, lo- 
cated at 600 Suffield St., was shut down for about four hours 
when a postal clerk discovered a package that was leaking an 
unidentified substance. Agawam police and fire departments 
responded to the post office along with USPS officials, the 
Agawam Detective Bureau, the Massachusetts State Police 
Bomb Squad and Hazardous Materials Team, and Agawam 
Emergency Management. 

Several Agawam City Councilors expressed frustration 
during their April 16 meeting that the governing board of 
the town was not invited to the Lt. Governor’s cabinet tour 
held earlier in the month. “We’re the host community and we 
found out basically an hour before the meeting started,” said 
Council Vice President Dennis J. Perry. He called the tour “a 
very important meeting that I feel all of us should have been 
a part of.” 


May 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen submitted his Capital Improve- 
ment Program for fiscal years 2014-2018 to the city coun- 
cil for review. Included in the plan are “wish list” items and 
estimated costs for projects he said are needed in order for 
the town to operate efficiently. The general fund requests for 
2014-2015 included renovations to the bathrooms and locker 
rooms at Agawam High School in order to comply with Title 
IX requirements, as well as improvements to the track and 
bleachers at the school. 

The school department’s 2013-2014 budget cleared its final 
hurdle at the school committee level and is headed to the city 
council for a vote. The $38 million budget received swift ap- 
proval at the April 23 school committee meeting following 
a public hearing. It represents a $1.6 million (or 4 percent) 
increase over the previous $36 million budget. 

The eastbound lane of Springfield Street in Feeding Hills 
was temporarily closed April 26 due to a water main break in 
the area of Feeding Hills Post Office. Agawam Junior High

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Notes from the Music Room

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School and Granger Elementary School were 
closed as a result. 

The town of Agawam will benefit greatly 
from the completion of not one but two solar 
projects — one located on Main Street in Aga- 
wam and one on Shoemaker Lane in Feeding 
Hills — which are now officially operational. 
The solar projects were developed by Boston- 
based Citizens Energy Corporation, and will 
benefit HP Hood and the town of Agawam, 
respectively. According to Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, the town will receive energy credits,

estimated to save $1 million over 20 years, for 
the Shoemaker Lane site while dairy process- 
ing plant HP Hood will receive energy credits 
from the 1.8 megawatt facility on Main Street, 
which abuts the manufacturing plant. 

Motorists will experience minor delays 
around Main Street over the next several 
months as the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation (MassDOT) begins re-paving 
and sidewalk construction through the area. 
According to MassDOT, the construction 
project was awarded at more than $3.7 mil- 
lion. The majority of the work will include 
simple resurfacing throughout Main Street. 
Seven locations of improvements were identi- 
fied, including the intersection at Main Street 
and River Road. The traffic signal at that lo- 
cation will be completely reconstructed with 
new masts and arms, foundations, loops and 
cables, as well as new signals. 

The community of Agawam and students 
across the state at Curry College, mourned 
the loss of 20-year-old Evan Bard following 
an early-morning car crash in Canton May 
11. The crash happened just after midnight. 
Bard was reportedly a passenger in a vehicle 
that hit a wall under a railroad bridge before 
striking a tree. The driver of the vehicle suf- 
fered head injuries and was transported to 
Boston Medical Center. He was charged with 
motor vehicle homicide, operating under the 
influence and speeding. 

Two people were under arrest following

a manhunt that involved state and local law 
enforcement officials on May 12. According 
to Agawam Police, officers were notified that 
two individuals with multiple warrants for ar- 
rest were spotted in the area of the South End 
Bridge. Responding officers located Stepha- 
nie Gay, 20, and took her into custody for 
two outstanding Massachusetts Trial Court 
Warrants. Jason Cote, 24, who was also being 
sought for outstanding Massachusetts Trial 
Court warrants, fled on foot toward the junc- 
tion of the Westfield and Connecticut rivers. 
A state police K-9 was called in to assist local 
officers with their search. Cote was located 
nearly three hours later in the area of Meadow 
Street in Agawam. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen announced that 
his proposed $79.2 million fiscal year 2014 
budget should result in a tax decrease to 
the average homeowner. However, the pro- 
posed budget is a 2.5 percent increase over 
the $77.3 million fiscal year 2013 budget. 
While Cohen did not say how much the tax 
cut would amount to until all new growth is 
calculated, he estimated it could mean a dif- 
ference of about $2 per thousand dollar valu- 
ation for homeowners. 

More than 400 people participated in the 
second annual American Cancer Society’s 
Relay for Life of Agawam, held May 17-18 
at the Agawam High School track and sports 
field. The event helped to raise more than 
$65,000 that will go into research to find a 
cure for cancer. 

Residents will have a chance to weigh in 
on various issues that would affect the town 
during three public hearings scheduled for 
the Agawam City Council’s June 3 meeting. 
The first is for Mayor Richard A. Cohen’s 
fiscal year 2014-2018 Capital Improvement 
Program, which includes estimated costs for 
projects he believes are needed for the town 
to operate efficiently over a period of time. 
The second public hearing will regard the au- 
thorization of land takings for the Connecti- 
cut River Walk Loop project. The council 
must also hear from residents regarding the 
town’s zoning ordinance update to floodplain 
management measures. 

Emmalynn Bishop, anAgawam toddler who 
has been battling stage III hepatoblastoma, a 
childhood cancer since she was 9 months old, 
is in need of a new liver. Since her diagno- 
sis, Emmalynn has undergone four rounds of 
chemotherapy — each lasting for three week. 
In between the third and fourth rounds, Em- 
malynn was sent for tests in Boston to deter- 
mine whether her tumor could be reseted and 
doctors were hopeful. Unfortunately, after 
her fourth round of chemotherapy, doctors 
determined they weren’t comfortable with a 
resection. On May 19, Emmalynn’s mother 
announced via Facebook that round five of 
chemotherapy was canceled because a donor 
liver was found. But just a few days later, she 
was notified that the living donor would not 
work for Emmalynn, and she was back on the 
transplant list.

into question the effort that was put into it. 
It ultimately passed by a vote of 7-3, but not 
before an amendment to the plan was made 
to eliminate references to the Southwest Area 
Sewer Project. Only six councilors were in 
favor of amending the plan, however. 

The city council voted to move forward 
with a resolution authorizing Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen to enter into a lease agreement be- 
tween the town and Professional Golf Man- 
agement Inc. of Ludlow to lease the second 
floor restaurant and first floor concessions at 
the Agawam Municipal Golf Course in Feed- 
ing Hills. The resolution included a lease price 
of 2 1/2 percent of gross monthly sales, above 
the original proposal of half of 1 percent. The 
council voted 9-1 in favor of the resolution. 

As family and friends proudly looked on, 
more than 300 Agawam High School seniors 
walked across the stage at Springfield Sym- 
phony Hall on June 8 to receive one of the 
most important papers of their young lives: 
a high school diploma. For this graduating 
class, 100 students (32 percent) will attend 
four-year private colleges, while 71 students 
(22 percent) will attend four-year public col- 
leges. Eighty-nine students (30 percent) will 
attend two-year public colleges and five stu- 
dents will attend vocational/technical schools. 
One percent of the Class of 2013 will join the 
military, which leaves 3 percent undecided. 

Agawam resident and UMass Lowell grad- 
uate Tyler Toyfair was selected in the 35th 
round (1,050th overall) of the 2013 Major 
League Baseball First-Year Player Draft by 
the Arizona Diamondbacks. Toyfair is the 
first Agawam resident to be drafted since 
1978 when Michael Riley was taken in the 
second round by the Minnesota Twins. Riley 
pitched for five seasons in the minor leagues, 
but never reached the majors. 

The city council voted Monday to pass the 
fiscal year 2014 annual operating budget, but 
not before fireworks erupted between coun- 
cilors and Mayor Richard A. Cohen. Roughly 
100 people were in attendance at the budget 
public hearing and a majority of them spoke 
in favor of the budget. Three people spoke 
against it, including several condominium 
owners who cited lack of trash pickup at con- 
dos for their opposition. When the council 
took up discussion on the issue, however, Co- 
hen blasted the council, stating it did not give 
him the opportunity to address concerns prior 
to the meeting. The budget was approved 
— albeit amended — by a vote of 9-2. 

Earlier this month, U.S. Senate candidate 
Republican Gabriel Gomez and Democrat 
Edward Markey appeared in the second of 
three debates in Massachusetts. The event 
was held in the WGBY studios in Springfield 
and was moderated by Director of Public 
Affairs Jim Madigan. Candidates answered 
questions ranging from national policy to the 
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economy in Western Massachusetts. 

Just 12 hours before 13-month-old Em- 
malynn Bishop was scheduled to receive a 
live donor transplant at Boston Children’s 
Hospital, her family received word that an- 
other donor liver was available. Post surgery, 
Emmalynn had a “rough go” and her oxygen 
levels dipped a few times. She was expected 
to be hospitalized for two weeks before she 
could return home. 

Several condominium owners insisted at 
a city council meeting that the town pick up 
their trash or reimburse them for the cost to 
pay a private hauler to do it. But Agawam 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen — who himself 
used to live in a condominium in town — said 
those residents live on private property and 
that public dollars cannot be spent there. He 
pointed out that when someone purchases a 
condo, they sign an agreement in which it 
states the homeowners association (HOA) 
fees cover the cost of trash collection.

Pryce also said freshman Caroline Hitch- 
cock is player to watch. 

“She may be a surprise in the high jump, 
long jump, and 300 meter,” said Pryce.
